Nixon Expected to Wait 
Highly-placed officials indi 
dated their belief that President 
Nixon would refrain from pub- 
licly expressing his views on 
the developments in the 
talks until the situation became 
“much .clearer” through, public 
or private exchanges in Paris. 

They said that only after 
such clarifications would Mr. 
Nixon address the nation on 
the state of the negotiations. 
They recalled that last year he 
had waited nearly three weeks 
after the Communists presented 
their peace plan on Sept. 17 
before making his counter- 
proposal on Oct. .7.

New Nuances' Recognized 
The analysis recognized, how- 
ever, that “there are two new 
nuances in. the Communist posi- 
tion on a political settlement in 
South Vietnam.”
